The windows are the largest of any jet - almost 80% 
percent larger than our previous fleet- and positioned 
higher, so every passenger can see out to the horizon 
for visual relief and an open cabin feel. Windows can be 
dimmed electronically at the touch of a button, allowing 
you to choose the brightness you prefer. 
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YOUR FORECAST: LOW PRESSURE AND 
COMFORTABLE HUMIDITY 


Intercontinental travel can take its toll on your body 
and steal time away from the point of your vacation, 
to relax and refresh. The Tahitian Dreamliner addresses 
two common sources of fatigue from travel. While most 
airolanes are pressurized to a typical cabin altitude of 
6,500 to 7,000 feet, a stronger composite fuselage 
means the 787 can be pressurized to 6,000 feet, 
which studies have demonstrated is significantly more 
comfortable. The cabin also delivers a higher humidity 
level than in other airplanes, which has been shown to 
reduce symptoms of dryness and increase comfort 

for passengers.
